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AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, IMPLEMENTING THE GOALS, 
POLICIES, OBJECTIVES, AND STANDARDS OF THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 

BY AMENDING ORDINANCE 87-18, THE TRAFFIC PERFORMANCE 
STANDARDS CODE OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AND 
PROVISIONS REGARDING MONITORING OF THE COUNTY'S ROAD 
BUILDING AND FIVE YEAR ROAD PROGRAM; BY AMENDING THE 
DEFINITIONS, APPLICABILITY, STANDARD, AND 
REQUIREMENTS RELATING TO TRAFFIC STUDIES AND THE 
REVIEW OF SUCH; BY CREATING PROVISIONS RELATING TO 
COMPUTER MODELING OF TRAFFIC; BY AMENDING PROVISIONS 
RELATING TO ENTITLEMENT, GOVERNMENT SERVICES, AND 
APPEALS; BY AMENDING PROVISIONS RELATING TO THE 
PURPOSE AND FUNCTION OF THE INDEPENDENT FIVE-YEAR 
ROAD PROGRAM OVERSITE AND ADVISORY COUNCIL, AND THE 
EFFECT OF THE COUNTY'S NON-COMPLIANCE WITH THE 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AND FIVE YEAR ROAD PROGRAM; 
PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
SEVERABILITY; CODIFICATION; EFFECTIVE DATE; AND 
SUBSEQUENT REVIEW. 


23 WHEREAS, Chapter 125 (County Government) of Florida Statutes 


24 establishes the right and power of Counties to provide for the health, 

25 welfare, and safety of existing and future residents by enacting and 

26 enforcing among other things, zoning and land development regulations; 

27 and 


28 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners, pursuant to Article 

29 VII, Section 1(g) of the Florida Constitution is authorized to enact 

30 ordinances not inconsistent with general law; and 

31 WHEREAS, Article I, Section 1.1 of the Palm Beach County 

32 Charter provides that Palm Beach County is a Home Rule County and has all 

33 powers of county self-government; and 

34 WHEREAS, Section 125.01, Florida Statutes empowers counties to 

35 perform acts not inconsistent with law, which acts are in the common 

36 interest, and exercise all powers and privileges not specifically 

37 prohibited by law, including the adoption of comprehensive plans, and 

38 zoning and business regulations; and 

39 WHEREAS, Chapter 163 (Intergovernmental Programs), Part II 

40 (Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development Regulation 

41 Act) of Florida Statutes provides that counties shall have power and 

42 responsibility to plan comprehensively for their future development and 

43 growth, including the adoption and implementation of appropriate land 
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development regulations which are necessary or desirable to implement a 
comprehensive plan, as provided in Section 163.3202(2)(g) of Florida 
Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land 
Development Regulation Act, as amended, Section 163.3161, et seq. , 

Florida Statutes, requires each local government in the State of Florida 
to adopt a Comprehensive Plan to guide and control future development, 
and authorizes and requires the adoption of land development regulations; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
has adopted a Comprehensive Plan, pursuant to a compliance agreement 
resulting in amendments to the Plan, which meets these requirements of 
the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulation Act, as amended and F.A.C. Rule 9J-5; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, now finds and determines that it is in the public's best 
interest, and the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land 
Development Regulation Act and F.A.C. Rule 95-5 require the County, to 
set forth specific land development regulations, standards and procedures 
to implement the goals, objectives, policies, and standards of the 
Comprehensive Plan; and 

WHEREAS, the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land 
Development Regulation Act and F.A.C. Rule 9J-5 require that necessary 
public facilities services are available concurrent with the impact of 
development; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has adopted various 
ordinances and policies, which included negotiated road improvements 
required for DEVELOPMENT ORDERS, so-called pipelining of road projects in 
conjunction with DEVELOPMENT ORDERS, and so-called pay and go policies to 
implement the previous Comprehensive Plan; and 

WHEREAS, those means adopted by the Board of County 
Commissioners have not ensured that adequate roads are in place to ensure 
safe levels of service on the major thoroughfare network; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
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1 has adopted a Traffic Performance Standards Code which must be amended 

2 to comply with the requirements of the Local Government Comprehensive 

3 Planning and Land Development Regulation Act and F.A.C. Rule 9J-5; and 

4 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 

5 County, Florida, sitting as the Local Planning Agency, has determined 

6 that this Ordinance is consistent with the adopted Comprehensive Plan of 

7 Palm Beach County, as required by Chapter 163, Section 163.3194(2)(a) of 

8 Florida Statutes; and 

9 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners intends to hereby 

10 adopt reasonable land development regulations in furtherance of the 

11 public benefit while at the same time ensuring that property owners have 

12 a reasonable, beneficial, and economic use of property and that no 

13 property rights be taken; and 

14 WHEREAS, the Traffic Circulation Element of the Plan requires 

15 that the roadway network necessary to maintain the adopted level of 

16 service be financially feasible and shall be funded by a five year 

17 program; and 

18 WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners finds that: 

19 (a) the requirements and standards of this Code are necessary 

20 for the safety of the travelling public and are substantially related to 

21 furthering the public benefit of safe travel, 

22 (b) the accident rate resulting in property damage and injury 

23 increases as the congestion increases on MAJOR THOROUGHFARES, 

24 (c) fire, rescue, and law enforcement response times increase 

25 as congestion increases on MAJOR THOROUGHFARES; and 

26 WHEREAS, development at or below the entitlement levels set 

27 forth herein, will not frustrate the purposes of this Code. 

28 NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

29 COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that Ordinance 87-18 is 

30 hereby amended as follows: 

31 SECTION I 

32 ARTICLE I SHORT TITLE 

33 This Code shall be known as, and may be cited as, the 1990 

34 Traffic Performance Code of Palm Beach County, Florida, hereinafter 

35 "Code”. 
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1 ARTICLE II INTENT 

2 The Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, 

3 Florida, hereby adopts the recitals set forth above as findings. 

4 The Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida, finds 

5 that the safe, convenient, and orderly flow of vehicular traffic is 

6 necessary for the health, safety, welfare, and convenience of the public. 

7 It is the intent of this Code to ensure that roadways are in place and 

8 adequate to provide a LEVEL OF SERVICE that will provide safe, 

9 convenient, and orderly traffic flow. 

10 It is the intent of this Code to implement the goals, 

11 objectives, policies, objectives and standards of the 1989 Palm Beach 

12 County Comprehensive Plan, Periermanee-SteBdard-NuHiber-3-whieh-pr©vides+ 

13 Traffic Circulation Element, Objective 4, Levels of Service Standards; 

14 and the policies thereunder; and the Capital Improvement Element, 

15 Objective 1; Minimum Levels of Service; Policy 1-a; Traffic Circulation; 

16 Objective 2; Concurrency Management System; and the polices thereunder, 

17 Objective 3; Capacity Management System; and the policies thereunder, 

18 and Objective 4; Criteria for Providing Capital Improvements; and the 

19 policies thereunder

29 The Board of County Commissioners finds that the safe, 

30 convenient, and orderly flow of traffic will be achieved by the standards 

31 set forth herein. 

32 The Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, 

33 Florida, intends that, by adopting the standards contained in this Code, 

34 the County is committing to adhere to and implement the adopted 1989 Palm 

35 Beach County Comprehensive Plan and to fund the road improvement program 

36 which is financially feasible and which is necessary to maintain the

5 Nothing in this Code shall preclude the Board of County 

6 Commissioners or other authority with the responsibility of issuing 

7 DEVELOPMENT ORDERS from considering traffic, roadway, or PROJECT 

8 conditions not specifically addressed under this Code or which are 

9 peculiar to the location, size, configuration, use; or relationship to 

10 the area of the PROPOSED PROJECT or the PROPOSED PROJECT itself-*- and 

11 to impose conditions necessary to serve the public interest. 

12 ARTICLE HI DEFINITIONS 

13 A_^ For purposes of this Code, except as specifically provided 

14 herein or unless the context clearly indicates otherwise, the terms 

15 defined in the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida , 

16 and the Plan shall have the meaning therein. In the event of a conflict 

17 between the Code of Laws and Ordinances and the Plan, the Plan shall 

18 prevail. 

19 B^ fcThe following terms shall have the meanings set forth 

20 below, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise. 

21 1985 Manual -the Highway Capacity Manual, 1985, as published 

22 by the Transportation Research Board. 

23 ADOPTED LEVEL OF SERVICE -the Average Annual Daily Traffic 

24 volume on the different types of road links as set forth in Table One. 

25 APPLICANT - Person seeking a SPECIFIED SITE SPECIFIC 

26 DEVELOPMENT ORDERt for which a Concurrency Certification or Concurrency 

27 Exemption Determination is required. 

28 ASSURED CONSTRUCTION - Road Construction Improvements scheduled 

29 to be made to the mMajor feThoroughfare system by one or more of the 

30 following means: 

31 (A) Inclusion in the adopted Five-Year 

32 County Road Programt for commencement of 

33 construction. 

34 (B) Inclusion in the adopted Five-Year 

35 State Department of Transportation Work 

36 Programt 

37 for commencement of construction.

40 AVERAGE ANNUAL DAILY TRAFFIC - The average of two eenaeeutive 

41 twenty-four (24) hour weekday traffic counts taken at one location, with 

42 one count being taken in the PEAK SEASON and the other in the OFF-PEAK 

43 SEASON. The Traffic Volume Map of the Metropolitan Planning Organization 

44 (MPO) shall normally be used to determine existing AADT for the West Palm 

45 Beach Urban Study Area. However, in all cases, where newer data are 

46 available from the Florida Department of Transportation or Palm Beach 

47 County, such newer data shall be used. An^ APPEI6ANT person may provide 

48 a traffic count or counts which may be used, subject to the approval of 

49 the COUNTY ENGINEER based upon accepted traffic engineering principles, 

50 instead of the counts used in creating ©n the Traffic Volume Map(s) or 

51 where such counts are not available. AVERAGE ANNUAL DAILY TRAFFIC 


52 Existing shall be established by averaging the PEAK SEASON and OFF-PEAK 
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1 SEASON traffic counts. The AVERAGE ANNUAL DAILY TRAFFIC established by 

2 the counts of Palm Beach County shall not include Friday counts after 

3 eight o'clock AM. (See Article VI, §2)(B) (5) ; "Traffic Impact Studies, 

4 Signifieant-impaet Traffic Impact Study, Methodology, Existing Traffic". 

5 AVERAGE PEAK HOUR VOLUME - The average of PEAK SEASON and 

6 OFF-PEAK SEASON turning movements. 

7 BACKGROUND TRAFFIC - The projected traffic generation from 

8 previously approved but incomplete PROJECTS, as described in Article VI, 

9 §2(B)(8); "Traffic Impact Studies, Signifieanfr-impaet Traffic Impact 

10 Study, Methodology, Background Traffic". 

11 BUILDING PERMIT - A DEVELOPMENT ORDER under §163.3164, F.S. 

12 issued under the Standard Building Code by the Building Division of 

13 Planning, Zoning and Building authorizing the construction of a 

14 structure. 

15 BUILDOUT PERIOD - The anticipated time between the issuance of 

16 the SPECIFIED DEVELOPMENT ORDER and completion of a PROPOSED PROJECT as 

17 approved by the COUNTY ENGINEER in accordance with the standards set 

18 forth in Article VI, §2(B)(4); "Traffic Impact Studies, Significant 

19 impeef Traffic Impact Study, Methodology, Projected Buildout Period"; of 

20 this Code. Completion of a PROJECT shall mean the issuance of the final 

21 certificates of occupancy for buildings in a PROJECT. In the case of a 

22 commercial PROJECT, final certificates of occupancy for interior tenant 

23 improvements for eighty percentum (80%) of the gross leasable area shall 

24 be the completion of the PROPOSED PROJECT for purposes of this Ordinance. 

25 GAPTUREB PASS-BY TRIPS - Trips generated by a PROPOSED PROJECT 

26 which are passing trips already on the road LINK on which the PROPOSED 

27 PROJECT is located. 

28 CONCURRENCY CERTIFICATE - a Certificate of Concurrency 

29 Reservation, Adequate Public Facilities Determination, or Conditional 

30 Certificate of Concurrency Reservation, as defined in the Palm Beach 

31 County Adequate Public Facilities Ordinance. 

32 CONCURRENCY EXEMPTION DETERMINATION -a determination that the 

33 property is exempt from the concurrency requirements of the Plan 

34 pursuant to the Concurrency Exemption Ordinance, Ordinance No. 89-35. 
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COUNTY ENGINEER - The Palm Beach COUNTY ENGINEER or his 

designee. 

DEVELOPMENT ORDER - As defined in §163.3164, F.S. 

DIRECTLY ACCESSED - The LINK(s) that serve as the PROJECT'S 
immediate and direct access or means of ingress and egress. Each access 
point of a PROJECT shall be considered to have access to at least one 
LINK, provided that the access points of a PROJECT may be considered to 
share a common LINK. If a given access point is not immediately 
connected to a LINK, the first LINK connected shall be the LINK for the 
purposes of this Code. If a PROJECT access point is connected to more 
than one LINK, PROJECT TRIPS shall be assigned to the LINKS in accordance 
with accepted traffic engineering principles. 

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR - The EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR of the Palm Beach 
County Planning, Zoning and Building Department, or his designee. 

EXISTING TRAFFIC - Average annual daily traffic counted . 

HISTORICAL TRAFFIC GROWTH MAP TABLE - A aap-er-mapa table 
prepared by the COUNTY ENGINEER showing the preceding three (3) year's 
increase or decrease in AVERAGE ANNUAL DAILY TRAFFIC on various LINKS, 
based upon traffic counts and which provide the information to be used in 
projecting the BACKGROUND TRAFFIC during the BUILDOUT PERIOD of the 
PROPOSED PROJECT.

INFLUENCE in conformity with accepted traffic engineering principles. 

The assignments shall address phasing and cover the BUILDOUT PERIOD of 
the PROJECT for the buildout test and the completion of the project for 
the Model Test. 

(3) Radius of Development Influence - The traffic study shall 
define use the RADIUS OF DEVELOPMENT INFLUENCE. 

(4) Projected BUILDOUT PERIOD - The projected BUILDOUT PERIOD 
of the PROJECT shall be set forth in the study and shall be subject to 
the review and approval of the COUNTY ENGINEER, based on the following 
criteria: 

(a) The size, type and location of the 
PROPOSED PROJECT. 

(b) Customary BUILDOUT PERIODS for 
PROJECTS of similar size, type, and 
location. 

(c) Any other factors or conditions 
relevant to the specific PROJECT, 
including special market conditions 
and schedules of ASSURED 
CONSTRUCTION. 

(5) Existing Traffic—(ADDT)—AVERAGE ANNUAL DAILY TRAFFIC 
shall be used as defined in this Code. Where current data are not 
available to establish existing AADT, the APPLICANT shall elect one of 
the following methods to establish AVERAGE ANNUAL DAILY TRAFFIC: 

(a) Counts - The APPLICANT may provide traffic counts if 
approved by the COUNTY ENGINEER prior to the counts being taken in 
accordance with accepted traffic engineering principles. Counts shall be 
made during any continuous twenty-four (24) hour period from six (6) 
o'clock AM, Monday to eight (8) PM Friday, except legal holidays, unless 
otherwise authorized or required by the COUNTY ENGINEER in accordance 
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with accepted traffic engineering principles. All data are subject to 
review and acceptance by the COUNTY ENGINEER, based upon accepted traffic 
engineering principles. 

(b) Factors - Where a PEAK SEASON or OFF-PEAK SEASON traffic 

count is not readily available, the following shall be used to obtain the 

ANNUAL DAILY TRAFFIC using daily traffic counts (DT) taken at the closest 

or most appropriate count station to the subject LINK in accordance with 

accepted traffic engineering principles:

(c) For the Model Test, the Project shall be evaluated based 
upon Total Model Traffic and appropriate radius of development influence. 

(6) Traffic Generation - Traffic generated by the PROJECT shall 
be computed in the following manner: 

(a) ITE - The rates published in the latest edition of the 
Institute of Transportation Engineers (ITE) Trip Generation and 
Informational Report shall be used unless the COUNTY ENGINEER accepts 
that other standards provide a more accurate means to evaluate the rates 
of generation based upon documentation supplied by the APPLICANT which 
affirmatively demonstrates such based on accepted engineering principles. 

(b) Local Conditions - The Palm Beach COUNTY ENGINEER shall 
publish, and update from time to time, trip generation rates for local 
conditions and, if applicable, these rates shall be used instead of the 
ITE rates.

(8) Background Traffic 

(a) Generally - Existing traffic volumes will likely increase 
or decrease during the BUILDOUT PERIOD of the PROPOSED PROJECT. The 
traffic study must account for this increase or decrease in traffic based 
on BACKGROUND TRAFFIC during the BUILDOUT PERIOD of the PROPOSED PROJECT. 
The projection of BACKGROUND TRAFFIC shall be based upon the information 
set forth on the HISTORICAL TRAFFIC GROWTH RATE MAP TABLE and the map of 
MAJOR PROJECTS, and shall be established in accordance with the 
requirements set forth in this Code and accepted engineering principles. 
This change in traffic shall be shown as it relates to the proposed 
phasing. 


(b) Historical Growth Maps Tables . Using the HISTORICAL 
TRAFFIC GROWTH MAPS TABLES of the COUNTY ENGINEER, the study shall 
PROJECT the increase or decrease in traffic volumes based on BACKGROUND 
TRAFFIC within the PROPOSED PROJECT'S RADIUS OF DEVELOPMENT INFLUENCE 
during the BUILDOUT PERIOD of the PROPOSED PROJECT. The effect of MAJOR 
PROJECTS shall be considered in projecting the increase or decrease in 
traffic volumes so as to ensure that there is no double counting or 
omission in Background Traffic. 

(c) Major Project Maps. Using the MAJOR PROJECT maps, all 
traffic from the unbuilt portion of MAJOR PROJECTS approved prior to the 
County Engineer'8 approval of the PROPOSED PROJECT'S traffic study which 
will add more trips than ten percentum (10%) of the THRESHOLD ADOPTED 
LEVEL OF SERVICE B within the PROPOSED PROJECT'S RADIUS OF DEVELOPMENT

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Section 4 (3) Site Related Improvements 

In addition to the LINK and intersection standards and studies, 
the peak hour(s) turning movements shall be shown and analyzed using the 
design-and-operetions-erieieal-mevemene analysis in Girealar-242 the 
1985 Manual for all points where the PROJECT'S traffic meets the DIRECTLY 
ACCESSED LINKS or other roads. No credit shall be taken for CAPTURED 
TRIPS In this analysis. Recommendations shall be made concerning 
signalization and turn lanes and the County may require such to ensure 
the safe and orderly flow of traffic. 

Section 5 4. Conditions 

The 6PE6iFlEB Site Specific DEVELOPMENT ORDER shall contain 
such conditions as are necessary to ensure compliance with this Code. 

The Board of County Commissioners and departments issuing SPEGiFIEB 
Specific DEVELOPMENT ORDERS are authorized to impose such 
conditions. The Board of County Commissioners and departments may 
require that a ROAD AGREEMENT be executed prior to the issuance of the 
&PSGIFJEB Site Specific DEVELOPMENT ORDER. PERFORMANCE SECURITY shall be 
required to ensure compliance with the conditions or performance under 
the ROAD AGREEMENT or condition of approval . The ROAD AGREEMENT or 
conditions of approval shall be binding on the owner, its successors, 
assigns, and heirs; and it, or notice thereof, shall be recorded in the 
Official Records of the Clerk of the Circuit Court in and for Palm Beach 
County, Florida. 

ARTICLE VII - MODELING OF TRIPS 

Section 1. Generally. The Department of Community Affairs in 
conjunction with the Florida Department of Transportation requires that 

all Traffic from both approved-built and approved-unbuilt Projects be 

"loaded" on the Major Thoroughfare system. This loading is done by 
The Model using the anticipated 1995-improved Major Thoroughfare 

system or the Modified 2010 Plan. 

Section 2. Relationship to Traffic Impact Studies. The Model 
is Intended to be used as a planning tool to estimate the remaining 

available capacity on the Major Thoroughfare system. It is a "macro" 
tool which does not lend itself to analyzing specific Traffic 

Impact Studies. Therefore, Applicants should not assign Project 
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Traffic using the Model. However, Applicants may provide input to the 
County Engineer or the Metropolitan Planning Organization in updating 

the data and recalibrating the Model. 

Section 3. Modified 2010 Plan. 

The Table 2 adopted in the Plan (Table 5 attached as Exhibit 
B) was based upon capacity improvements to the Major Thoroughfare 

network anticipated through 1995. It has been argued that not all 

committed development will be built by 1995 and therefore it is 

inadequate to "load" all the traffic from such development on the 1995 

anticipated road network. Recognizing this, a later-improved road 

network should be used. 

The 2010 Plan is a long-term plan. Because of its distance 
in time, many things may change which will result in a different Major 

Thoroughfare system. Therefore, it is not accurate for purposes of 

ensuring that road capacity not be "given away" twice to use the 2010 

Plan. 

Because of the lack of a reasonable roadway network upon 
which to "load" existing and anticipated traffic at the time of the 

adoption of this Ordinance, the road network is not included for the 

Model tests. The County Engineer shall develop a Modified 2010 Plan. 

The Modified 2010 Plan shall be based upon the 2010 Interim 
Transportation System Plan with road projects removed or added based 

the best available information. The County Engineer shall remove 

or add projects based upon the following criteria: 

(a) The cost of the improvement relative to the capacity 

added and the projected volumes. 

(b) Whether extraordinary additional right-of-way 

is required. 

(c) Whether there are physical constraints such as 

existing buildings which would have to be removed. 

(d) Whether the road segment is located in an area 

where there is likely objection to the contemplated 

improvements. 
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1 The Modified 2010 shall be developed with input from the 

2 Traffic Performance Standards Advisory Committee, and other interested 

3 persons. It shall be presented to, and adopted by resolution by, the 

4 Board of County Commissioners within fifteen (15) days of the effective 

5 date of this Ordinance. 

6 In the event a court of competent jurisdiction finds the 

7 Modified 2010 Plan invalid, Table 5, attached hereto as Exhibit B shall 

8 be used for the Model Test. 

9 In the event a court of competent jurisdiction finds the 

10 Model Radius of Development Influence invalid, the Radius of 

11 Development Influence shall be used for the Model Test. 

12 Section 4. Iterative Model. 

13 (A) Information in Plan's Table 2. The Information on the 

14 adoption of this ordinance is based upon the data used in the Plan. 

15 All municipally-approved but unbuilt Projects were not included because 

16 data was not available. All approved but unbuilt Projects 

17 in the unincorporated area were included. It is anticipated that some 

18 of these unincorporated Projects will not receive Concurrency Exemption 

19 Determinations under the Concurrency Exemption Ordinance . It is 

20 presently believed that this overestimation of County approvals and 

21 absence of municipal approvals roughly balances, resulting in an 

22 acceptable estimation for the determination of Model Traffic for the 

23 application of this Code for a relatively short time. 

24 However, it is necessary as a planning tool and a concurrency 

25 management tool that the County establish an estimation that warrants 

26 confidience. Therefore, within fourteen (14) months of the effective 

27 date of this Ordinance, the County Engineer, with the cooperation of 

28 the municipalities, shall establish a list of approved but unbuilt 

29 Projects in the municipalities which shall identify the extent to which 

30 each Project is unbuilt; that is, how many units or square feet remain 

31 approved but unbuilt, and the anticipated traffic from such. The 

32 traffic from these approvals shall be "loaded" in the Model on a 

33 periodic basis as data is gathered and refined. 
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Part of this data gathering and refinement will result from 
the Concurrency Exemption Ordinance. That Ordinance is a means by 

which property owners may establish that their unbuilt Property is 

exempt from the concurrency requirements of the Plan under certain 

circumstances. Some Projects will not meet the criteria for such an 
exemption and some property owners will not exercise their right for a 

determination . In cases, where a Concurrency Exemption Determination 

is not issued, the approved but unbuilt portion of these 

Projects shall be removed from the calculation of Committee Development 

Traffic; provided, removal of Traffic from Projects which do not 

receive a Concurrency Exemption Determination shall not be made at a 

rate that exceeds the addition of traffic from the list of 
municipally-approved but unbuilt traffic as required in the immediately 

preceding paragraph. 

The reason for this delay of removing such Traffic is to ensure that 

the County does not underestimate Model Traffic. 

(B) Updating Model. The Model shall be updated no less 
frequently than every six (6) months. This update shall include new 

data (subject to the restrictions in paragraph (3), whatever 
recalibration of the Model to reflect Palm Beach County conditions can 

reasonably be made, "hand" adjustments to the Model "run" to reflect 

Palm Beach County conditions, based upon accepted traffic engineering 

principles. 

(2) The information used in the Model shall be made available 
to the public in accordance with F.S. Chapter 119. Each sixth-month 

update of the Model shall include input of interested persons provided 

to the County Engineer. Prior to the six (6) month updating of the 

Model, notice of such shall be placed in a newspaper of general 

circulation in Palm Beach County giving interested persons thirty (30) 

days within which to provide input. The notice shall also provide the 

appeals period subsequent to the six (6) month update during which 

appeals may be filed. 
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(3) Subsequent to the 9ix (6) month update of the Model, 
appeals of interested persons who provided written input in accordance 

with paragraph (2) may be filed with the Appeals Board established in 

Article XI; Appeals. Appeals must be filed within the time set forth in 

the notice and care of the County Engineer, Traffic Division. The 

appeals shall state the grounds therefor. 

(4) Nothing herein shall restrict input on the Model outside 
of the process of this paragraph B. 

Section 4. Adjustments. 

(A) AADT - The Model reflects peak season average daily 
traffic. The first update of the Model shall include an adjustment to 

reflect Average Annual Daily Traffic. 

(B) Phasing/Assured Construction. 

(1) That portion of a project phased to improvements 

on a LINK which is not included in the 1995 Improved Major Thoroughfare 

system shall not be included in the Model until the LINK, as improved, 

is included in the 1995 Improved Major Thoroughfare system. 

(2) Assured construction shall be included in the 1995 
Improved Major Thoroughfare system.

SECTION II. Five’ Year Road Program 

ARTICLE I INTENT 

The Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, 

Florida, finds that the 1990 Traffic Performance Code adopted by SECTION

ARTICLE II DESCRIPTION OF FIVE-YEAR ROAD PROGRAM 

The Five-Year Road Program was adopted by the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County by Ordinance No. 85-40. In that 
ordinance, as amended, and in the Plan, the County adopted a reasonably 
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attainable program of roadway construction for a five year period and 
matched the construction of projects with available funding. Ordinance 
No. 85-40, as amended, further provides that prior to December of each 
year, the Commission shall amend the Ordinance to modify the list of 
projects to create a viable list of funded projects for the succeeding 
five years. 

The modification to the Five-Year Road Program shall continue 
to include, at a minimum, a description of the Road project, the type of 
road construction required, and the amount of money to be spent each 
fiscal year for plan preparation, right-of-way acquisition, and actual 
construction. 

ARTICLE III MONITORING OF COUNTY'S ADHERENCE TO AND IMPLEMENTATION OF 

THE ADOPTED FIVE-YEAR PROGRAM 

Section 1. Generally 

The County's adherence to and the effectiveness of its 
implementation of the adopted Five-Year Road Program shall be monitored 
by the Independent Five-Year Road Program Oversight and Advisory Council. 
(Referred to as "Oversight and Advisory Council" in this Article III) 

Section 2. Independent Five-Year Road Program Oversight and Advisory 

Council 

(A) Council - An Independent Five-Year Road Program Oversight 
and Advisory Council is hereby created and established, consisting of 
nine (9) members.

The members shall be appointed at large by a majority vote of
